“ Both 
civ ilization

h av e been influenced and determined 
by th e mov ements of th e races 
of 
mankind,” declared Dr. Bricker, and 
cited instances wh erein 
th is 
h as 
p rov ed th e fact. 
“ Th e greatest mov ement of any 
race in h istoric times h as been th e 
mov ement 
of 
th e 
Anglo-Sax ons, 
from th e narrow confines of wes­ 
tern F.urop o to th e op en sp aces and 
broad ex p anse of th e p rairies of th e 
North American continent. Th is mi­ 
gration was induced p rimarily and 
fundamentally be-ause th ose p eop les 
were seeking 
religoius, 
economic 
and p olitical freedom. 
“ Freedom h as 
alway s been 
th e 
basis of great and lasting migra­ 
tions on th e p art of th e p eop les 
of 
th e world. It is true th at conquest 
h as to some small ex tent influenced 
temp orary migrations, h ut in no in­ 
stance h av e such 
been 
of lasting 
influence on th e earth ’s civilization 
or h istory of a race.” 
j 
Dr. Bricker sp oke of th e contin­ 
ent of Atlantis and its p eop le and 
th e p robable surv iv ors of th at des­ 
troy ed continent. 
ITe told 
of th e 
sp read of th e Moh amedan p eop les 
in 
Africa and Asia; h e ex p lained 
th e British -Israel 
mov ement, 
and 
cited th e seizing of Korea by th e 
Jap anese as an instance wh ere 
a 
p eop le migrated to anoth er area to 
solve th e food p roblem of a nation. 
In each of th ese 
instances, 
Dr. 
Bricker said th at “ th ere 
lie dan­ 
gers to civ ilization and to mankind 
generally th at migh t break forth at 
any time into war to wip e out great 
p ortions of th e inh abitants of any 
p articular area of th e earth ’s sur­ 
face.

On beh alf of Poland M. Rostwor- 
ovvski, law p rofessor at th e Univ er­ 
sity of Cracow, insisted th at th e re­ 
serv ation sh ould h e accep ted in th e 
same sp irit as th e oth ers, 
namely 
th at it was intended merely to give 
th e United States th e same equality 
as council members and also guar­ 
antee against an adv isory op inion 
being giv en against 
th e 
United 
States with out th e latter’s consent, 
lie h eld th at th is p osition was just. 
Fromageot of France 
declared 
th at it would h e first necessary 
to 
establish wh eth er th e council resolu- 
% 
tion asking th e Hague court for an 
adv isory op inion must h e p assed by 
unanimous v ote or by a 
majority 
v ote. In th e first case th e fifth res­ 
erv ation would p ermit th e 
United 
States to block such unanimous de­ 
cision, h ut in th e second case 
th e 
efficacy of th e United States’ reser­ 
v ation would h e jeop ardized. 
Sir Cecil Hurst of England, wh ile 
h olding th at th e fifth 
reserv ation 
giv es .th e United States a p riv ileged 
p osition, 
declared “ nev erth eless I 
am conv inced th at we could afford 
to give th e United States th us 
a 
sp ecial p osition.” 
Pending th e establish ment of cer­ 
tain international legal p oints, 
ac­ 
tion on th e fourth reserv ation was 
h eld up y esterday . 
Comment in th e 
league 
lobbies 
indicated a fav orable attitude 
to­ 
ward th e reserv ations, th e only dis­ 
cussion wh ich migh t h av e been in­ 
terp reted as unfav orable h av ing to 
do with efforts to make th e 
world 
c \rt’s organization h armonize with 
th 
American reserv ations. 
Oi « rv ers felt a sp irit 
ex isted 
th at th e United -States must 
h e 
brough t into th e world court at all 
costs. 
Article five, th e second h alf o f 
wh ich was to be discussed at to­ 
day ’s gath ering, states:

Court House Wednesday Night

Miss Gapptager Points To Differ- 
ence Between Style and Fashion 


In Institute Address 


Dr. G. 'A. Bricklcr, lecturer at the 


Rush county 
teachers' 
institute, 


which is in session here this week, 
delivered his 
popular lecture on 


"Great Race Movements," Wednes- 
day night at the court house audi- 
torium. The lecture was so well re- 
ceived that he has been asked to re- 
peat it Friday afternoon, which he 
will do, the first thing after lunch. 


"Both civilization and 
history 


have been influenced and determined 
fcy the movements of the races of 
mankind," declared Dr. Bricker, and 
cited instances wherein 
this has 


proved the fact. 


"The greatest movement of any 


race in historic times has been the 
movement of 
the 
Anglo-Saxons, 


from the narrow confines of wes- 
tern Europe to the open spaces and 
broad expanse of the prairies of the 
North American continent. This mi- 
gration was induced primarily and 
fundamentally because these peoples 
•were seeking 
religoins, 
economic 


and political freedom. 


''Freedom has always been the 


basis of great and lasting: migra- 
tions on' the part of the peoples of 
the world. It is true that conquest 
has to some small extent influenced 
temporary migrations, but in no in- 
stance have such been of lasting 
influence on the earth's civilization 
or history of a race." 


Dr. Bricker spoke of the contin- 


ent of Atlantis and its people and 
the probable survivors of that des- 
troyed continent. He told 
of the 


spread of the Mohamedan peoples 
in Africa and Asia; he explained 
the British-Israel movement, and 
cited the seizing of Korea by the 
Japanese as an instance where 
a 


people migrated to another area to 
solve the food problem of a nation. 


Li each of these instances, Dr. 


Bricker said that "there lie dan- 
gers to civilization and to mankind 
generally that might break forth at 
any time into war to wipe out great 
portions of the inhabitants of any 
particular area of the earth's sur- 
face. In this connection lie made 
plain the seriousness of the so-cal- 
led "Yellow Peril." 


This morning he continued his in- 


struction to the teachers on the im- 
provement of the rural schools, es- 
pecially emphasizing the need of im- 
provins the interior of the school- 
room, the appearance of the teacher 
and the personal appearance

decorum of the childrn.

European Corn Borer 


Less than two years ago Argils 


AVagoiier of Orange township, who 
was awarded sweepstakes for the 
best ten carts of yellow corn pro- 
'duccd in Indiana in J!I24, predicted 
that the greatest calamity that could 
conic to the Indiana farmer, would 
•lie for the European corn ibon-r to 
invade this state. 


Mr. Wiigfiner warned against this 


pest in a public address before the 
IJiLsliyille Hotary dull, and 
showed 


himself to lie somewhat of a pro- 
phet, inasmuch as the corn borer 
iiiade ils lirst appearance in Indiana 
this year. 


The European corn borer is 
a 


comparatively recent pest, 
having 


been discovered in the United States; 
nine years ago. Some conception, of 
the seriousness of ibis pest is ob- 
tained from the prediction of gov- 
ernment experts who say that it will 
do greater damage in the corn belt 
than the boll weevil in the cotton 
belt. 


This is truly a calamity, not alone 


for the corn belt, but for the whole 
country when I be products of man's 
labor and the soil are destroyed. All 
efforts to improve the breed of corn 
and increase the yield and acreage- 
are set at naught when the farmer 
is compelled to light an unseen ene- 
my. 


The corn borer spread 
rapidly 


in Canada, after obtaining ;i start 
on this continent and from Niagara 
Falls to Detroit. It has since spread 
into New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Micligiau, and was found 
for 


the first time in 'Indiana during Au- 
gusl of this year. The infested rc- 


fact that the corn borer was 25 miles 
from the Indiana border last year 
and this year has been discovered in 
several Indiana counties. 


Droughts, floods, frosts and ' ex- 


rcssive heat arc nothing compared 
with the corn borer. It slips "upon 
its prey noiselessly, with no Ware of 
trumpets', and whole crops are 
de- 


stroyed. 


This is something over which the 


farmer may well be alarmed. Some 
may ridicule the warning, much as 
they did the army worm 
when it 


first made it-s appearance, but it is 
only too real when it destroys whole 
•fields' after a farmer has spent the 
summer tending them. 


Will the Farmers Help? 


To combat the ever-growing waste 


liy lire on farms of our country, the 
Agricultural Committee of the Na- 
tional Fire Waste Council was 
or- 


ganized. 
; 


Farm fire losses aggregate some 


$155,000,000 a year, to say noth- 
ing of the vast
